If he ie 
cartlett and IndifTctent t'» the ptngreai of hia 
pupil., or if ha it not qualified fi.r hit tilliee by 
the poaaeaiicn uf thorough knowledge, uniled 
with a dear manner of riplainirg dillictilline.

and thai is, Inoking out solely for one who look 
a high degree, wuhout ever Hopping to en- 
qui™ into hia qiialineatioos oa a teacher The

Bequencca. The leniot teiatigler, or second, 
third, fourth Wrangler, u it may be, ia found 
on I lo b* *ilh*r a cerettat nun, or, more fre- 
quently, a mm totally incapable of explaining, 
or xt any rate a rrry bad hand it it.
